The Supreme Court of the United 
States decided yesterday that the War- 
Time Prohibition Act was constitu- 
tional and binding on the whole nation 
until 6uch time as peace was formally 
declared, in conformity with the terms 
of the act.

OTTAWA, Ontario—While nothing 
official has been given out regarding 
Sir Robert Borden’s reported retire- 
ment from office, it may be taken as 
an absolute fact that the Prime Minis- 
ter will lay down his reins of office 
about the New Year.

THE GOLD STREAMS

The close of the Cretaceous and the

Despite 
all of Japan’s solemn treaties with 
China and other nations to preserve 
the open door and to cultivate inter- 
national trade, to give a fred hand to 
the nationals of all governments for 
the prosecution of their legitimate 
business enterprises, Japan has in 
Shantung, step by step, particularly 
in the territory taken from Germany, 
used all the dishonest means at the 
disposal of a powerful militaristic 
Prussianized government to squeeze 
out non-Japanese competitors. 


Alleged Unfair Rebates 


“This has included unfair rebates 
in favor of the Japanese; hindrances 
in the moving of. freight and other 
goods on the German railroad now 
controlled by Japan; the skillful open- 
ing of letters by steaming; the re- 
moval therefrom of checks, drafts, 
bills of lading, bills of exchange, etc., 
to the constant annoyance of foreign 
firms. One by one, under various ex- 
cuses and pretexts, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has forced non-Japanese 
firms, particularly United States and 
Chinese, to get out and give up their 
business. The last one which now 
faces this forcing out process is the 
Asiatic Petroleum Company. Scarce- 
ly a foreign firm remains, except 
Messrs. Cornaby, Eckford & Co., of 
which, significantly, the leading mem- 
ber is the influential British consul 
resident in Tsingtao. 

“Increasingly large colonies of 
Japanese are being hurried into Shan- 
tung by their government and settled 
all along the railroad to Tsinan-fu, 
280 miles to the westward. These so 
harass the Chinese and foreigners 
that in many Cases they have had ta

MILK COMMISSION 
IS RECOMMENDED 


New York Report Advises Aboli- 
tion of Council of Farms and 
Markets and Two Removals

ALBANY, New York—tThe final re- 
port of George Gordon Battle, ap- 
pointed last August to investigate the 


Department of Farms and Markets, in- 
cludes recommendations for establish- 
ment of a state milk commission with 
full powers to regulate the milk sup- 
ply of the State and to determine fair 
prices for the producer and the con- 
sumer; abolitioh of the council .of 
farms and markets and the removal 
of Eugene H. Porter, commissioner of 
the division of foods and markets, and 


the division of agriculture. 

The report says that the Depart- 
ment of Farms and Markets, as at 
present constituted, under the council 
of farms and markets, is an imprac- 
ticable scheme for the enforcement of 
food and agricultural laws. In Mr. 
Battle’s opinion, the council has proved 
a handicap to the organization, for he 
says more politics has been injected 
into the administration of the depart- 
ment than when the Department of 
Agriculture and the Department of 
Food and Markets were separate 
branches of state government.

R. D. Cooper, vice-presi- 
dent of the federation, declared: yes- 
terday in an interview with a repre- 
sentative of The Christian Science 
Monitor that farmers in territory in 
which cooperative marketing organiza- 
tions have not been formed will ‘be 
urged to take such steps. 
Regarding the effect of a more com- 
plete organization of dairymen on the 
price of milk, Mr. Cooper said that it 
would either lower the price of milk 
or give the farmer more money If 
the farmers received more money, it 
would increase production and the 
tendency, in the end, would be to lower 
the price. The farmers would carry 
their own surplus milk to market, 
instead of turning it over to the deal- 
ers who make a profit on it, to handle. 
The farmers would be _ protected 
against losses, and the price would be

Trend of Public Comment 


The main trend of public comment 
is to the effect that Mr. Maura has ac- 


complished another masterpiece in the 
that the vague 


display of egotism, 
windiness of his statement and its 
meaningless prejudice against all 
other forms of Spanish government 
than his own, and the utter absence 
of any constructive clauses are suffi- 
cient proof of the incapacity of Don 
Antonio to fulfill the demands of the 
present situation as set down by him- 
self.

representation, and in addition, are 
compelled to pay a special] native tax. 
They have no redress, no protection; 
they cannot be members of the Dutch

Natives Land Act 


White people seem to find it difficult |

In 1913 the 
Union Parliament passed the Na- 
tives’ Land Act which prohibits the

failure to give justice and freedom to 
the natives loses weight when the 
treatment of the natives under the 
Union Jack is considered. 

The Assistant Secretary of State for 
the Colonies informed the delegates 
that they must return to South Africa 
and make representations to the gov- 
ernment there, as the Imperial Gov- 


ernment cannot interfere in the af-| 
fairs of a_ self-governing dominion. | 


The delegates maintain that South Af- 
rica is not a self-governing Domin- 
ion; it is a white-governing Dominion 
—even the natives of Cape Province 
may lose their representation by a 
two-thirds majority of the House of 
Assembly. They hold, moreover, that 
since the Imperial Parliament before 
the union was sole trustee of the na- 
tives, since it consented to the inclu- 
sion of the “color” bar in the Consti- 
tution, since it interfered with the 
Belgian Government against the Congo 
atrocities, and in the case of the In- 
dians in South Africa, similar inter- 
vention should be made on behalf of 
the natives.

Non-Federated Shops a Paradox

of small firms scattered all over the | 
countryside who, as they are under no.

sritish Labor has passed through some tremendous 
crises during the past vear. More than once, it has 
seemed as if extremist councils were about to prevail; 
more than once, even its conservative leaders have hinted 
at revolution; whilst, again and again, its language has 
been utterly intemperate. Nevertheless, Labor has 
emerged from all its ordeals stronger and more right- 
eously founded than ever before. At the meeting which 
demanded nationalization, the other day, there was not 
a hint of Bolshevism, no red flag-waving, and no intem- 
perate language. It was essentially a cool and colle¢ted 
gathering, considering grave issues trom a wide stand- 
point. Lach speaker in turn demanded nationalization, 


recorded its unammmous vote in favor of 2° 


but he based his demand, not on class interest, but on 
the interest of the community as a whole. It is true 
that Robert Smillie, in a characteristic speech, declared 
that nothing would move the government but industrial 
force, such ideas die hard, but even Robert Smillie ranged 
himself on the side of constitutional action. 

Now the-position of Labor on the question of nation- 
alization is, of course, a tremendously strong one. Some 
nine months ago, at a time of great crisis, the govern- 
ment appointed a commission to inquire into the whole 
coal question, but especially into the question of nation- 
alization of the coal mines. In due time, this commission, 
atter hearing a most exhaustive array of evidence, made 
report, or rather made many reports, ior there were no 
fewer than four of them. The majority report, however, 
came out quite emphatically in favor of nationalization. 
The government refused to accept it. “When it came to 
deal with the question it set aside the majority report in 
favor of that signed by Mr. Justice Sankey, the chairman 
of the commission, in which the policy of nationalization 
found no place. Labor was at once up in arms, and tor 
months past the’struggle has continued, the government 
endeavoring to find some middle ground which would not 
involve the abandonment of private ownership, and Labor 
standing quite unvieldingly for nationalization. 

The nationalization of mines means, of course, the 
nationalization of railways. . The one practically involves 
the other. If, for the moment, the question of the 
nationalization of railways seems to be in abeyance, 
largely owing to the recent bitter experiences of the 
railway strike, it is only in abeyance. British Labor 1s 


no less in earnest on the matter of nationalization of 


railways than it is on the matter of the nationalization ot 
mines; and although British Labor is not the last word. 
it is certainly a power to be reckoned with. True, Labor 
is coming to recognize the responsibilities which come 
with power. Mr. Thomas, in his opening speech at the 
congress, was emphatic on this point, but he also very 
justly declared that the power of five and a quarter 
millions of organized workers was a power second to 
none. It is certainly a body of public opinion capable ot 
exercising an enormous influence, and that that influence 
will be steadily exerted in favor of the nationalization 
of railways, as of coal mines, cannot be doubted. 


Dry Holidays 

THE unanimous decision of the United States 
Supreme Court: that the War-Time Prohibition -\ct is 
constitutional and still etfective 1s bound to be gratitving 
to practically everybody, matnly because it contirms the 
general trust in the wisdom and stabilitv of the judicial 
system, regardless of special interests. The only ones 
Who will not approve the decision are the liquor interests 
themselves, and those comparatively few others who have 
Not vet taken the trouble to adjust themselves to the tact 
that the production and sale of intoxicants sit nply has to 
cease once and for all. Obviously, it would seem the 
Court could not do otherwise than decide that the war 
is not definitely concluded in any sense until the complete 
ratification of the Treatv of Peace. After all, the whole 
decision is only a single. rather minor step in the irresist- 
ible advance to complete prohibition of alcoholic drinks 
throughout the world. 

One of the interesting phases of the weeks before this 
decision has been the persistence with which the liquor 
interests have continued to spread the propaganda of their 
even to the very day of the handing down 
of this opinion by the Supreme Court, it has been advet- 
tised, through every medium that would accept the dis 
torted information and color it for sensational purposes, 
that the saloons expected LO open iminediately tor the 
holidays, and that large stocks of lquor would be freed 
for immediate consumption and tor disposal for tuture 
use. Of course nobody who thought at all could believe 
for an instant that the Supreme Court would so thor- 
oughly ignore the simple facts of the situation as to rule 
that war-time prohibition was unconstitutional. 

Thus the holiday season this year will not*be marked 
by another wild period of open orgies. And yet, unfortu- 
nate as such debauchery would be, it could be, at the worst, 
only a temporary obstacle to the elimination, decided 
upon by the great majority of the people, of just such 
destructive elements. Going into effect in January, the 
amendinent to the Constitution will sooner or later be 
enforced and obeyed to the utmost, for every one is 
eradually finding what a blessing prohibition is for all 
concerned. No right action and no true animation have 
to be accompanied or followed by any time of reaction
